REPORT 


OF THE 
‘Superintending School Committee 


FOR THE 


TOWN OF KENSINGTON. 
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It gives us pleasure to be able to say that your District 
Schools during the past year have been as prosperous as could 
reasonably be expected. In District No. 1. the summer 
school was very successfully taught by Miss. Mary. A. Eaton. 
Length of school 20 weeks; whole number of scholars 72— 
between 4 & 14, 66—average attendance 50, very commendable 
proficiency in all branches. 

The winter term was under the charge of Mr. Jonathan Pi- 
per, 8 weeks & 2-3; also, previously it was under the charge of 
Mr. S. during 5 days at" gracious probation. The whole num- 
ber of scholars 55—average attendance 38. No. between 4 & 14, 
attending school no where 10. None between 14 & 21, unable 
to read or write. J

District No. 2. 


The school in this District has been well governed and in- 
structed, both summer and winter, by Mr Charles S, Prescott. 
Length,of summer school, 16 weeks—whole No. of scholars 84 ; 
average attendance 44—between 4 & 14, 69. 

“Winter term 11 weeks——whole Nao. of scholars Ge ccaverhg 
attendance 36-—-No. between 4& 14, not attending school any 
where 28, No. ‘between 14, & 21, unable to read and’ write. 
The improvement on, the part of the scholars has been as good 
as could be reasonably expected in: the circumstances—many’ 
of the scholars residing a great distance’ from the school, 

By the liberality of individuals, Webster’s unabridged Diction- 
ary, has been purchased for our schools, ‘This was done by 
the recommendation of the Rev. Z. Jones, County Commision- 
er,in-a very excellent lecture on the subject of common schools 
in this place. We think the interests of education would be great- 
ly promoted by converting the whele town into one district and 
erecting four small school houses in different parts of the town, 
so as best to accommodate the inhabitants, to be taught both 
summer and winter by females; and also we would recommend 
that & high school for the more advaived sdMolars should be — 
kept in the town-house by a first rate male teacher. This town is 
well situated to be benefitted by such an arrangement. ‘Thus in-. 
creased facilities for securing a good education might be se- 
cured with very little additional expense. 

Without casting-any reflections upon your Prudential Com- 
mittees, allow us to suggest that too great caution cannot be 
exercised against introducing teachers, who, from ‘any cause 
real or imaginary have a bad reputation with any considera- 
ble portion of the district, where they are to perform the office 
of a teacher. |
